DNR Commission 
Hears No-Kill Debate 


The debate concerning no-kill rules for the 
mainstream AuSable continued last week at 
the Natural Resources Commission meeting 
Thursday in Gaylord. 

Mike Wieland, representing more than 400 
members of the AuSable River Property 
Owners Association, told the NRC his group 
opposed no-kill regulations for the AuSable 
“Holy Water”’ for five main reasons: 

1) Fishermen who wish to harvest fish 
would have few access points left and tres- 
passing violations would increase. 

2) There are too many regulations already 
in effect on the AuSable system. 

3) The no-kill study on the South Branch 
should be completed before another one is 
started. 

4) A major concern is that scientific know- 
ledge is not being utilized in the drafting of 
fishing regulations. Rather, it seems that 
public opinion via media exposure and the 
entry of private interest groups have 
detracted from a measured, scientific, 
common sense approach to the problem. 

5) No-kill advocates are using a slot-size 
study somewhat out of context to support 
their view. 

Wieland said the AuSable property 
owners recommend the DNR Fisheries 
develop a set of no-kill criteria similar to the 
techniques used to develop no-kill water in 
states such as Colorado. The criteria should 
be developed and then applied to a par- 
ticular stream, rather than vice-versa, he 
said. 

The group also supported a return to a 
limit of five fish a day with an eight-inch 
minimum limit on brooks and ten-inch mini- 
mum on browns and rainbows. 

Additionally, the group suggested holding 


Lead in Bank Robbery | won't Switch 


Local police and the FBI were still busy 
tracking down leads from a bank robbery 
Monday, July 8, at the Grayling State Bank 
mini-mall branch. A man carrying a single 
barrel sawed-off shotgun robbed the bank of 
$13,341. 

Grayling City Police Chief Pete Stephan 
said on Tuesday, July 16, the FBI were in- 
vestigating a report of suspects held in 
southern Michigan on a different charge of 
armed robbery. Grayling City Police were 
notified the suspects may be connected with 
the Grayling robbery as well. 

Stephan said the only success local police 


and the FBI have had as of Tuesday was in 
eliminating false leads. Stephan said Cana- 
dian authorities were holding a suspect that 
the FBI checked out in connection with the 
Grayling robbery. That suspect was 
eliminated later as a possible suspect in the 
Grayling robbery. 

The armed robber was described as 5’6” 
to 5’8” weighing 170 to 175 pounds with 
medium to heavy build. The white male had 
a southern accent and his age was guessed 
at from the 30’s to early 50’s. He was wear- 
ing a gray ski mask with black stripes 
during the robbery. 


Grayling Teen’s Rabbit 


Business is Booming

For many parents, watching a Christmas 
present of two rabbits their daughter 
received turn into a collection of sixty rab- 
pits in a short two and a half years would be 
ahorror story. 

Not for Karl and Karen Golnick, of Gray- 
ling. Their 14-year-old daughter Tina has 
turned the Christmas present of two rabbits 
into a success story. 

Tina’s Bunny Patch has 60 rabbits and her 
business is growing. She recently secured a 
commercial loan to build a 12 by 24 barn for 
the rabbits and her success at rabbit shows 
is mounting. 

“We're very proud of Tina and what’s she 
has done,” said Karen Golnick. ‘“‘Through- 
out the year she spends an average of four to 
six hours a day with the rabbits and she still 
maintains a B average in school. She also 
assists in judging at shows and that’s very 
rare for someone her age to be allowed to 
help in judging.” 


Tina raises mostly show rabbits. She can 
sell young rabbits with good show qualities 
for about $25 each. If the young rabbits don’t 
have good show qualities, she usually sells 
thern as pet stock before they are two 
months old. 

“Tf Thad my way, I’d keep them all,” Tina 
said, ‘‘but it’s hard to with the cost of teed- 
ing and finding the space.” 

Right now, all the money she makes from 
the sale of her rabbits she will use to pay off 
the loan for the new barn her father and 


‘ friends are helping to build. 


Tina’s interest in rabbits as a hobby and 


business grew at an important time in her 
life. Tina is expecting surgery on her ankles 
and she has been forced to give up track, 
bowling, skiing, and cheerleading. 

“She needed this hobby to relieve some of 
her frustration,’ her mother said. 

Tina raises mostly Mini Lops and Nether- 


land Dwarfs. One of her best show rabbits is _ 


a Netherland Dwarf who has won two titles 
or “‘legs.”” A rabbit needs to win three 
“legs” or titles to become a Grand Cham- 
pion and Tina is looking forward to winning 
a Grand Champion award soon. 

Mini Lops weight about 54 to 6 pounds 
and are either solid or broken color. The 
Netherland Dwarfs are about two pounds 
and come in as many as 300 different colors. 

Tina has won prizes throughout the state 
showing her rabbits. At one show, the judge 
offered her $200 for her best rabbit. When 
she declined to sell the rabbit, the judge told 
her she was smart and advised her not to 
sell the rabbit for even $500. 

Tina is a member of the American Rabbit 
Breeders Association and belongs to four 
other national and state associations. She 
teaches a 4-H group about rabbits and wants 
to become a registration judge for rabbits. 
Rabbits can have their pedigree tattooed 
behind their left ear and have a register 
mark on their right ear. The pedigree tells 
about the rabbit’s family and the register 
tells more about the individual rabbit. 

“J love showing rabbits,” Tina said. ‘It’s 
so much fun. I want to continue doing it as 
long as I can. The day I finally do stop show- 
ing rabbits will be the day I can’t move any- 
more.”

At a special meeting of the Crawford 
County Fair Board held last Thursday, the 
board of directors voted unanimously to 
hold the 3rd annual County Fair at Hanson 
Hills despite some apparent objections 
raised by the state Attorney General’s Of- 
fice. 

“We have a contractual agreement with 
Hanson Hills and the Grayling Recreational 
Authority and we can not consider re- 
locating at this late date,” said Jim Adams, 
publicity director and vice-president of the 
Crawford County Fair Board. 

“We've worked hard for the past ten 
months organizing our fair, and although 
we intend to abide by the restrictions that 
are legally placed upon us with regard to 
potentially profit-making endeavors, we 
feel] that the county fair is both educational 
and recreational in its intent and it is cer- 
tainly a non-profit organization. Therefore, 
we’re going ahead with our plans,” Adams 
said. 

The possibility of leasing state land 
through the county in order to alieviate this 
situation for future fairs was discussed at 
the recent meeting and fair board president 
is securing bids on surveying some potential 
sites.

Rusty Gates, of Gates Lodge on the 
AuSable, said he had been asked to speak 
for more than 1200 concerned citizens and 
fly fishermen who use the system and sign- 


ed a petition supporting proposed no-kill 


regulations for the Holy Water stretch of the 
AuSable. 

“This is not a local issue,’’ Gates said 
‘“Fhe Holy Water is known nationwide.” 

Gates said this great trout fishery has 
been in a state of decline for many years. 

“The number of larger trout which pro- 
vide by far the greatest contribution to 
quality in a sport fishery have steadily 
decreased in the last two decades,”’ Gates 
said. 

“The DNR tried to stop this decline first 
with a larger minimum size limit and then 
more recently with the so-called slot size 
limit,” he said. ‘‘... These efforts have failed 
and the decline of this great fishery has con- 
tinued.” 

‘“‘As more and more fishermen use these 
resources, it will become even clearer that 
effective protection is needed to ensure that 
a stable and even growing trout population 
is offered in these resources.” 

‘“‘As members of this commission, with a 
specific goal of conserving and unproving 
our natural fishing resources, I appeal te 
you to seriously consider what I have to say. 
Let this decision, your decision, to support 
an effective catch-and-release management 
program be based on fact — not rumor, not 
opinions from localized factions, and cer- 
tainly not by personal bias,” said Gates. 

“Instituting a catch-and-release regula- 
tion on the mainstream AuSable will pre-

Transient 
Mierchant 
Law Enforced 


Transient merchants door-to-door 
salesmen and roadside sellers are 
required to obtain a permit before selling 
products in Crawford County. 

The Crawford County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney’s office along with the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department and the Grayling City 
Police have announced they will be enfor- 
cing the local transient merchant statue. 
The statue requires the merchants to obtain 
a certificate before selling any products. 
The Prosecutor’s office urges all city and 
county residents to ask any transient mer- 
chant to show their Transient Merchant 
Certificate. If the merchant will not or is 
unable to, residents are requested to call the 
sheriff dept. or the city police. 

Assistant Prosecutor David Sabin said the 
Transient Merchants Certificate is a 
method for getting out-of-town merchants to 
register with the city or county. The mer- 
chants must also post a bond to obtain the 
certificate. Sabin says with these pre- 
cautions, local residents have some recour- 
se to find the merchant in case the product is

The transient merchant statue does not 
require lacal community groups such as 
Girl Scout or school organizations to obtain 
transient merchant certificates for their 
door-to-door selling.

“Almighty God, we make 
our earnest prayer that Thou 
wilt keep the United States in 
thy holy protection, that 
Thou wilt incline the hearts 
of the citizens to cultivate a 
spirit of subordination and 
obedience to government, 
and entertain a brotherly af- 
fection and love for one 
another and for their fellow 
citizens of the United States 
at large. 

“And finally that Thou wilt 
most graciously be pleased 
to dispose us all to do justice, 
to love mercy, and to 
demean ourselves with that 
charity, humility, and 
pacific temper of mind 
which were the characteris- 
tics of the Divine Author of 
our blessed religion, and 
without an humble imitation 
of whose example in these 
things, we can never hope to 
be a happy nation. 

“Grant our supplications, 
we beseech Thee, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord, 
Amen.” 

George Washington in- 
tended this prayer to be cir- 
culated. He wrote it at New- 
burg on June 8, 1783, and 
sent it to the Governors of all 
the States. I copied it from 
the official Army and Navy 
Hymnal printed in 1942 by 
the United States Govern- 
ment printing office in Wash- 
ington. Every soldier of 
World War II who attended 
chapel could read this 
prayer from page 29 of their 
Hymnal. Up to a generation 
ago, we were stilk not 
ashamed of our religious 
heritage in America. 

Recently, the high court of 
our land struck down even 
silent prayer in our schools. 
The only people who can use 
the name of Jesus Christ 
today in our public schools 
without fear of rebuke are 
those secular humanists who 
use his name in vain, deny 
his morality, and ridicule 
His creation. The forms of 
prayer used by Eastern 
mysticism are still approved 
in many schools with credits 
being given for Transcen- 
dental Meditation.

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WHEN A public official decides that alt 
public comment from a particular agency 
must funnel through a single voice, usually 
the press is the loudest protester, 

That may not have been the case recently 
when Michigan State Treasurer Robert 
Bowman decided that all statements to the 
news media about the Treasury Department 
would come only from Bowman or from a 
new appointee designated as a “public in- 
formation officer.” 

Certainly the press didn’t like it — but 
usually the working reporter will find a way 
to circumvent the restrictions and find out 


 -what he/she wants to know anyway. 


- AFTER THE recent order by Bowman, 
some telling criticism came from Clarence 
Lock, who spent 11 years as Michigan State 


‘Revenue Commissioner and 18 years before 


that as deputy revenue commissioner. In 
all, Mr, Lock had 39 years in public service 
before retiring. 

As a reporter who covered the capitol 
when Mr. Lock was both deputy then com- 
missioner, I can attest that he had excellent 


relations with the media. Reporters always 


knew that Clarence Lock was both open and 
honest and he knew what he was talking 
about — and those are qualities that endear 
any public official to the working press. 

But Mr. Lock doesn’t think too much of 


_Mr. Bowman’s new public information pro- 


gram, calling it a ‘‘a gag order,” which it is. 
In a Letter to the Editor, Mr. Lock openly 
criticised Mr. Bowman’s order, pointing out 


. that in all his (Mr. Lock’s) years of service, 


state treasurers never found it necessary to 


_ funnel public information through a single 
‘ channel. 


CONCLUDES Mr. Lock: 
“In my 39 years as a public official, it was 
my observation that there were two duties 


- of ‘public information officers.’ One, pro- 
_ mote the political aims and ambitions of the 
, department head and the administration he 
‘ represents; and two, be sure that no infor- 
‘ mation of a negative nature is leaked to the 
. news media.”

The added revenue is due to additions to 
the federal adjusted gross income, upon 
which the state tax is based, such as higher 
capital gains and a portion of health in- 


_ surance benefits. 


The first-year benefit would be worth only 
$80.3 million more to the state (a 2.7 percent 
increase) but when fully implemented in 
1989-90, the changes would increase state in- 
come tax revenue by 12.9 percent, or $402.4

- collected in that year, the SFA estimated. 


SFA Senior Economist Gary Olson said 
federal officials still have not provided data 
to determine whether Michigan individuals, 
who itemize more and are taxed higher than 
those in most other states, would lose or 
gain under the proposal. 

But considering just two elemonts of the 
proposal — a7 percent cut in federal income 
taxes by lower rates, higher deductions and

Fer great meat 
loaf, you need pork. You need beef and you 
need veal. 

“You put all this raw meat into the top of a 
grinder and extrude it through the other 
end. Oh, yes you need fat. You have in in- 
clude fat, and an egg, to hold all that muck 
together. 

“Now, let’s talk about supplernental ap- 
propriations.” 

HOW COULD YOU resist reading the rest 
of the editorial? Whoever wrote the above 
description of meat loaf is to be commended 
for an excellent, fresh approach to the 
usually difficult subject of government bud- 
gets. 

It recalls the old bromide, usually called 
into play about time the legislature is acting 
silly, or winding up a session, or both. 

There are two things you don’t want to 
watch being made, so the saying goes. 

Laws and sausage. 

And maybe, meat loaf, too.

REPORT SHOWS STATE WORK FORCE 
AT NEW LOW, MINORITIES AT 
HIGH POINT 

State classified employment reached its 
lowest point in the 1983-84 fiscal year since 
1975-76, while the percentage of miniority 
state workers reached its highest level ever, 
according to the state’s annual work force 
report issued recently by the Department of 
Civil Service. 

The annual average number of state em- 
ployees in 1983-84 totalled 58,320, compared 
to the peak level of 67,246 in 1980-81. 

The 1983-84 average is the lowest since 
1975-76 when it stood at 57,856. 

The overall decline during those years 
averaged 2 percent, while the state turnover 
rate was the state’s early retirement pro- 
gram in 1984. 

Minority employment reached 22.1 per- 
cent of total state classified employment in 
1983-84, the highest level ever, compared to 
20.9 percent in 1982-83 and 16.7 percent in 
1975-76. 

The report also showed that 12 depart- 
ments and divisions had more than 16 per- 
cent minority representation, a figure tar- 
geted by the Michigan Equal Employment 
and Business Opportunity Council, while 
nine had fewer than that level. 

The department with the highest concen- 
tration of minorities was Civil Rights with 
59.6 percent in its work force, while the Of- 
fice of Auditor General had only 6.5 percent 
minorities. 

Males continue to be paid substantially 
more than females within each 
classification with white males topping the 
list at $28,180. 

For other males, the average salary was 
$25,042 for blacks, $25,968 for Hispanics, and 
$24,192 for American Indians. 

For females, the average was $22,177 for 
whites, $21,115 for American Indians, and 
$20,790 for Hispanics. 

The state’s early retirement program, 
which permitted state workers whose age 
and years of service equalled 80 years to 
retire early, was used by 52 percent of the 
3,801 eligible personnel, the report said.

213 Take GED Testing 
at Kirtland During 1984 


Kirtland Community Col- 
lege’s GED Testing Center 
served 213 persons during 
1984. Of that number, 134 
completed the battery of five 
tests required for the Certi- 
ficate of High School Equiv- 
alency for the first time in 
1984, four were retested, and 
75 had not yet taken all the 
tests in the battery. These 
statistics were included in 
the recently published 1984 
GED Statistical Report on 
GED Testing Centers in the 
U.S. and Canada. The 
Report states that during 
1984, 706,181 people took the 
GED tests. As a result of 
festing conducted at more 
than 3,300 testing locations, 
469,157 examinees earned 
scores that qualified them 
for an equivalency creden- 
tial. Approximately 75% of 
the examinees who com- 
pleted the test battery in 1984 
earned scores sufficient to 
qualify for the equivalency 
credential awarded by their 
state, territory, or province. 
Departments and ministries 
of education in the United 
States and Canada awarded 
444,388 credentials based on 
GED Testing. 

The average age of 1984 
examinees was 25.8 years. 
Approximately 31% of the 
exaniinees were 19 or 
younger, while about 10% 
were 40 or older. About one- 
half of the GED cxeminces 
reported that they were 
planning to continue their 
education or training beyond 
the high school level.

man. The no-kill proposal 
does appear to be an attempt 
by the wealthy and influen- 
tial to exploit their better ac- 
cess to the mechanisms of 
power (media, conservation 
organizations, state bureau- 
cracy) to impose an experi- 
ment and a philosophy on 

‘‘the masses,” and 

ultimately further 

displacing many local fisher- 

men in preference for a 

greater number of affluent 

tourist fishermen. This 

would benefit some local 

cash registers but would be 

unfortunate in most of its 

non-economic impact on our 

community and local cul- 
~ ture. 

Finally, the worst 
argument the no-kill ad- 
voeates advance in support 
of their proposal is that it 
will make the AuSable 
even more popular than it is 
~ now. The river- and the 
quality of fishing experience 
on it- is already a victim of 
too much popularity; as 
most fishermen here can at- 
test; to encourage further 
popularity is self defeating. 
If no-kill truly does promote 
a river’s popularity- let them 
use it on rivers which can af- 
ford, and benefit from, the 
extra attention.
